It is noted that at the time that EICHMANN first ws.f reported kidnapped from 
Argentina^ (hen subsequently surfaced in Israel, among the voluminous 
publicity given the case, there was mention of some type of Inter -governmental 
negotiation between Germany and ksrael with respect to the possible lack of 
legal jurisdiction of Israeli Courts to put on trial ah individual who. had he been 
apprehended In time, would have been placed on ti ai at Nuremberg in 1946-48

participated to try the primary Nasi war criminals. In the Interim the writer 
has not an opportunity further to pursue this aspect of the £ICHMANN case, 
and therefore la not familiar with the resolution of this question.

Prosecutor At Nuremberg, and more recently wa«a a privately practicing 
attorney with offices in the U.S.A,' and in Frankfurt/ Wain Germany, following 
Kis rcadmisaion to practice before the Courts of the Federal Republic of Germany.
